POPULATION.

The  Registrar-General  estimated  the  civilian  population  for  mid-1947 
to  be  47,410. 


The  population  figures  for  the  years  1939  to  1947  are  as  follows.

The  population  of  the  Borough  continues  to  increase,  and  is  now 
approaching  pre-war  figures.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  if  housing  could  satisfy 
demand,  the  rate  of  increase  in  population  would  be  accelerated.

BIRTHS. 

A total  of  1,078  live  births  was  registered  in  Great  Yarmouth  in  1947, 
as  compared  with  1,048  in  the  previous  year.  This  represents  a birth  rate 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  civil  population  of  22.73.  This  rate,  compared 
with  the  pre-war  rate  of  14.1  in  the  year  preceding  the  war,  is  obviously 
weighted  to  the  advantage  of  the  birth  rate  owing  to  a decrease  in  the 
population  which  would  form  the  denominator  of  the  ratio.  However,  on 
comparing  the  actual  number  of  live  births  we  find  there  were  756  in  1938, 
as  against  1,078  in  the  year  under  consideration,  thus  showing  an  actual  rise. 
The  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  1938,  was  33,  compared  with  56  this 
year. 

PREMATURE  BABIES. 


Of  a total  of  80  premature  births,  74  occured  at  home,  2 in  Nursing 
Homes  and  4 in  Hospitals.  Those  born  at  home  were  nursed  by  the  midwife 
4-hourly,  and  the  service  was  extended  for  a further  two  weeks.  In  addition, 
equipment  including  special  cots  and  fitments  were  ordered  for  loaning  out 
to  mothers  in  need  of  assistance. 


STILL-BIRTHS. 

There  was  a total  of  32  still  births,  giving  a rate  per  thousand  of  the 
total  births  of  30.2.  The  figures  for  1946  and  1938  are  39  and  42.0 
respectively.  This  decrease  is  most  satisfactory,  and  reflects  great  credit  on 
the  town’s  obstetric  service  as  a whole,  although  much  remains  to  be  done 
in  the  way  of  research  and  the  social  care  of  pregnant  women.

In  1947,  the  number  of  deaths  was  631,  a decrease  of  3 compared 
with  the  previous  year,  although  the  population  has  increased  by  4,040 
over  that  for  the  year  1946.  The  death  rate  for  1947  is  13,30  per  thousand 
population,  compared  with  14.61  in  1946.

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It  will  be  noted  that  no  deaths  occurred  from  Diphtheria.  The  fact 
that  no  deaths  occurred  amongst  schoolchildren  and  infants  is  very  gratifying, 
and  shows  the  wisdom  of  striving  to  obtain  a high  percentage  of  immunised 
children  in  the  Borough. 


There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, viz.,  28  as  compared  with  34  in  the  previous  year  and  there  was  a 
fall  in  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  from  5 to  1. 


The  deaths  from  Cancer  show  a slight  increase,  viz.,  88  as  compared 
with  84  in  the  previous  year. 


The  deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  show  an  increase  of  3 over 
the  previous  year.  The  number  of  deaths  from  road  traffic  accidents  during 
the  year  was  1,  as  compared  with  4 last  year. 


PUERPERAL  MORTALITY. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  although  there  were  3 deaths 
from  other  maternal  causes. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1947  was  35  compared  with  29  for  1946. 
The  national  figure  for  1947  was  41.  An  examination  of  the  following 
analysis  figures  shews  that  the  majority  of  deaths  occurred  during  the  first 
month  of  life  and  also  that  prematurity  was  responsible  for  most  of  these 
deaths.  This  fact  should  stimulate  all  concerned  to  use  all  available  means 
and  knowledge  in  tackling  the  problem  of  prematurity  as  the  dividends  are 
undoubtedly  high.  Further  examination  of  the  figures  of  the  analysis  shews 
that  there  were  theoretically  9 avoidable  deaths.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

1.  STAFF. 

See  beginning  of  Report. 


2.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Emergency  facilities  are  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  whereas 
routine  work  is  done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Norwich. 

3.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

This  excellent  service,  previously  administered  most  efficiently  by  the 
Borough  Police,  was  transferred  to*  the  Health  Department  in  April,  1947. 
Because  of  the  impending  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  personnel  was  increased  and  the  service  re-organised  to  cope  with  all 
demands  that  would  be  made  on  it.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
this  service  acquitted  itself  with  high  commendation  and  the  town  can  be 
justly  proud  of  its  efficiency  and  its  first-class  personnel,  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  keenness  and  enterprise  shewn  by  the  Ambulance  Officer 
and  his  Deputy. 

4.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  valuable  work  of  the  Gorleston  Nursing  Association,  the  Great 
Yarmouth  Queen  s Nursing  Association  and  the  Christmas  Charity  continued 
throughout  1947. 

5.  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

All  Centres  and  Clinics  functioned  throughout  the  vear. 


6.  HOSPITALS.

General  Hospital. 

The  total  number  of  in-patients  treated  in  1947  was  1,838,  being  an 
average  number  of  58.37  occupied  beds.  The  number  of  operations 
performed  during  1947  was  1,520.  The  total  attendances  for  Out-patients 
was  44,043. 


Gorleston  Hospital. 

The  total  number  of  In-patients  treated  in  1947  was  449,  being  an 
average  of  19.34  occupied  beds.  The  number  of  operations  performed  was 
125.  The  Out-patient  attendance  figure  was  1,753. 

Both  the  General  and  Gorleston  Hospital  are  Voluntary  Hospitals. 


The  Isolation  Hospitals. 

The  Gorleston  Isolation  Hospital  is  reserved  for  the  isolation  of  cases 
of  Smallpox.

7.  HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

National  propaganda  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and 
Ministry  of  Health  has  been  supplemented  by  local  efforts  in  several  ways. 
Numerous  lectures  have  been  given  by  the  staff  and  the  general  public  has 
shown  great  interest,  especially  at  question  time. 

Special  emphasis  was  laid  during  the  year  on  hygiene  in  food  catering 
establishments.  The  managements  and  staffs  of  these  establishments  shewed 
keen  interest  in  the  problems  discussed. 


8.  DOMICILIARY  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

The  number  of  persons  treated  during  the  year  was  384.  The  most! 
common  disorders  were  heart  disease,  nervous  debility,  Bronchitis  and 
Rheumatism.  In  all  10,411  visits  were  made. 


9.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

An  abridged  summary  of  the  work  done  in  this  section  during  1947 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  I. 


10.  NURSING  HOMES. 

One  new  home  was  registered  during  the  year. 
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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  SUPERVISOR’S  REPORT 

M.D.  ACTS  1913  - 1938 

Miss  Redhead  submits  her  ninth  Annual  Report  of  work  under  the 
above  Acts. 

During  the  year  256  visits  were  paid  to  homes  of  those  under  supervision 
in  the  Borough. 

One  girl  was  transferred  from  Licence  to  the  guardianship  of  her 
father.  An  appropriate  allowance  was  made  towards  her  maintenance  and 
she  attends  the  Occupation  Centre. 

The  report  of  the  Local  Authority  under  which  a boy  on  licence  from 
Besford  Court  is  working,  continues  to<  be  satisfactory. 

One  patient  on  licence  from  Little  Plumstead  Hall  is  also  giving 
satisfaction. 

During  the  year  an  interchange  of  two  patients  took  place  between 
Little  Plumstead  Hall  and  the  Royal  Eastern  Counties  Institution,  Colchester. 
This  was  done  to  allow  the  more  frequent  visits  by  parents  living  in  Norwich 
— the  other  patient  having  no  relatives. 

Three  new  cases  were  added  to  the  Register. 

Four  cases  were  notified  under  Section  57  (8)  of  the  1944  Education 
Act,  and  three  of  them  are  in  attendance  at  the  Occupation  Centre.

OCCUPATION  CENTRE. 

This  has  continued  to  function  quite  steadily  through  the  year  in  spite 
of  lack  of  suitable  premises.  24  children  have  been  in  regular  attendance. 

The  mid-day  dinner  continues  to  be  appreciated  and  a domestic  helper 
was  appointed  in  June  to  help  with  the  meal  and  the  cleaning  and  washing 
up. 


The  training  has  included  various  handicrafts*,  rug  and  basket-making, 
knitting,  sewing,  stool-making.  Physical  work,  sense  training  and  the 
percussion  band  together  with  music,  singing  and  dancing  have  been  part 
of  the  programme.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.  THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  the  exception  of  four,  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough 
are  supplied  from  the  Company’s  mains.  There  are  still  four  wells  remain- 
ing in  the  Borough.  These  are,  without  doubt,  liable  to  pollution  at 
times,  but  unless  the  samples  for  analysis  happen  to  be  taken  at  one  of 
those  times  they  cannot  be  dealt  with. 

Samples  of  the  public  supply  are  examined  monthly,  both  chemically 
and  bacteriologically,  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  quarterly  by  Mr.  Mute* 
for  the  Town  Council.  The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Ormesby  Broad 
and  the  River  Bure,  and,  after  treatment,  is  pumped  into  the  mains. 

The  greatest  care  is  taken  by  the  Water  Company  to  prevent  contami- 
nation of  the  water  sources,  and  with  the  very  efficient  system  of  treatment 
which  has  been  installed,  the  position  is  a satisfactory  one.  Ormesby  Broad 
contains  sufficient  reserve  water  to  carry  us  over  any  period  of  drought; 
the  water,  from  either  source  of  supply,  is  now  treated,  as  a routine  by  (a) 
alum  precipitation,  (b)  rapid  filtration,  (c)  slow  sand  filtration,  and  (d) 
the  ammonia-chlorine  process,  and  I see  no  reason  to  doubt  that  in  future 
the  water  distributed  will  always  be  of  uniformly  good  quality. 


2.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  about  17,000  w.c.’s  and  15*  privies  in  the  Borough. 
*Eleven  for  temporary  use  during  the  Fishing  Season. 


3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Most  houses  are  provided  with  portable  iron  dustbins.  The  house 
refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  private  houses  andl  daily  during  the  summer 
season  from  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 


4.  PROVISION  OF  PROPER  DUST  RECEPTACLES. 

During  the  year,  180  notices  were  served  on  owners  where  inadequate 
dust  receptacles  were  provided,  resulting  in  sanitary  dustbins  being  provided.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

The  following  information  has  been  obtained  from  the  Chief  Constable’s 
Annual  Report: — 

During  the  year,  8 cases  of  suspected  Swine  Fever  were  reported;  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  none  being  confirmed.  53  licences 
for  movement  under  the  Swine  Fever  Order,  1922,  v/ere  issued.  Outbreaks 
of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in  other  districts  necessitated  the  issue  of  5 
movement  licences.  Twelve  cases  of  suspected  Fowl  Pest,  involving  266 
birds  were  reported,  5 of  which  were  confirmed  necessitating  the  destruction 
of  198  birds.  As  a result  of  this  disease  18  premises  were  closed.

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It  is  estimated  that  the  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  the 
Borough,  under  5 years  is  42.42'%  ; 65.08%  between  5 and  15  years,  and 
56.46%  between  O'  and  15  years.  In  addition  a number  of  children  were 
immunised  by  their  own  Doctor.

POLIOMYELITIS. 

11  cases  were  notified  and  there  was  one  death  which  occurred  soon 
after  admission  to  hospital.  In  view  of  the  large  holiday  influx  of  population, 
it  is  surprising  that  there  was  such  a low  notification  rate.  All  notified  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  were  then  transferred  to  a 
special  orthopaedic  hospital  for  special  orthopaedic  treatment. 
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JAUNDICE. 

1 case  was  reported  during  the  year. 


Notifiable  and  non-notifiable  infectious  disease  showed  no  special 
incidence  or  epidemicity  in  1947,  especially  in  view  of  the  returning 
population  and  relationship  to  overcrowding.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases)  Regulation,  1916,  required  local 
authorities  to  make  arrangements  for  the  confidential  and  free  treatment  of 
venereal  diseases  at  Elospitals  or  (id  hoc  clinics,  to  supply  approved  medical 
practitioners  with  drugs  of  the  salvarsan  group,  and  to  provide  laboratory 
facilities  for  the  examination  of  material  from  any  patient  in  whom  infection 
was  suspected.  Expenditure  for  popular  education  on  cenereal  disease  might 
also  be  incurred.  Originally,  Yarmouth  patients  went  to  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital,  and  later,  owing  to  the  shorter  distance  to  travel,  were 
referred  to  the  centre  at  Lowestoft  Hospital.  In  1945,  the  Venereal  Diseases 
Clinic  was  set  up  in  the  precincts  of  the  Great  Yarmouth  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  addition  to  the  clinic  facilities  for  out-patients,  a small  number  of  beds  are 
available  for  patients  requiring  in-patient  treatment.

DEFAULTERS. 

The  number  of  defaulters  was  very  small  and  every  effort  was  used 
to  induce  them  to  complete  their  treatment. 

CANCER. 

A total  of  88  deaths  (42  males  and  46  females)  were  referred  to  cancer 
in  1947,  as  compared  with  84,  89,  49  and  66  respectively  in  the  four 
preceding  years. 

13.9%  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes  were  ascribed  to  cancer.  The  total 
death-rate  from  cancer  was  1.8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of  these  totals, 
25  males  and  20  females  dying  from  cancer  were  over  the  age  of  65 ; this 
was  equal  to  59.5%  of  the  male  deaths  from  cancer,  and  43.4%  of  the 
female  deaths  at  all  ages,  giving  an  average  figure  of  51.4%  for  all  persons 
over  the  age  of  65.

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A rest  room  has  been  provided  at  the  British  Restaurant  for  the  use 
of  the  blind  community,  and  fortnightly  meetings  of  a social  nature  are 
held  alternately  at  Gorleston  and  Yarmouth  during  eight  months  of  the 
year.  The  average  attendance  in  Yarmouth  is  70  and  in  Gorleston  is  30. 
The  Blind  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  voluntary  helpers  for  their  great 
help  and  interest  during  the  year. 


Other  social  activities  during  the  year  included  a New  Year’s;  Party, 
an  annual  Bulb  Competition,  Summer  Outing,  a Geranium  Show,  and 
invitations  to  local  concerts  and  functions. 


The  Flag  Day  organised  by  the  Blind  Committee  resulted  in  £328 
5s.  lOd. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  every  blind  person  in  the  Borough  had  a 
wireless  set.  The  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund  provided  6 new 
relay  sets. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  sessions  in  Great  Yarmouth  at  the  Dene  Side  Clinic  continued 
throughout  the  year  as  previously. 


Younger  children  towards  the  end  of  the  year  have  been  tested,  and 
where  evidence  of  infection  has  been  indicated  they  have  been  X-rayed  and 
subjected  to  close  observation.  This  applied  not  only  to  children  of  tuberculous 
parents  and  those  who>  had  been  at  risk  to  a known  source  of  infection,  but 
also  to  those  who  were  under-nourished  and  sickly. 


The  Tuberculosis  Flealth  Visitor  visited  all  known  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  their  own  homes. 


Where  requested,  the  assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  made  occasional 
domiciliary  visits  and  arranged  consultations  with  medical  practitioners.  20 
such  visits  were  made  in  1947. 


Total  number  of  cases  notified  under  Tuberculosis  Regulations  (1930) 
at  the  end  of  1947  was  284.
